Shawneetown, III., April 1.—([Special.}— 
Shawneetown is a dévastated and desolated 
city tonight. 

The lower levee below the town was dyna- 
mited at 1:40 o’clock today. At 3:30 the maip 
levee along the Ohio river front was 
blown up. ¥ 

At 6 o’clock tonight water was all over the 
abandoned’ city and twenty feet deep on 
Main street directly inside the government 
levee, which stands officially fifty-seven feet. 

The north levee, which protects the city 
from the main current of the Ohio, was 
standing intact when the last trip was made 
befo.e the water finally swept over it. The 
main levee along the business section was 
also impregnable when the water finally 
passed the limit. 

Finally Decide to Cut Levee. 

The decision te cut the lower levee was 
made at 11:30 this morning. Pen those 
who had fought the hardest against letting 
the water in gave up this morning. 

A report that the water above town was 
still rising was the doom signal té\Shaw- 
neetown. It meant a continued rise for four 


days here and the river surface at that min- 
ute was lapping the 
The city council

sembled and the facts were presented. 


The determination to cut was unanimous 
and the dynamiters were ordered to proceed. 

The theory was to fill up the city slowly 
from the inside and at @ point farthest down 
stream on the levee. This water would equal- 
ize the pressure against the levée Walls from 
the outside and tend to prevent a break on 
the upper levee and a repetition of the flood 
water of 1898. 


Wo Loss of Life Reported. 
All the women and children left the danger 
zone last night. The only persons remain- 
ing were the men, who hufried to the high 
places when the water rushed in. So far as 
can be ascertained there was no lose of life 
or serious injury and there was no need of 
any. The alarm belle were rung and every- 
body,had due notice. Col. Lang, command- 
ing the national guard, sent details through 
the streete to make sure that none remained. 
The first water did not get to Main street 
for four hours after the first blast on the 
south levee. Within five minutes after it 
reached the city two He boats manned by 
naval reserves, were afloat, and ten minutes 
later the crews were patrolling the flooded 
streets and rescuing any straggling domestic 
animals. 


City in Game but Losing Fight. 

The city was completely deserted by citi- 
gens. The soldiers who had been camped on 
the levee top were moved to the third floor of 
the Riverside hotel. 

It is estimated that the basin In which the 
city reste will be filled from the inside by mid- 
night. It is poped this will counteract the 
onrush of tKe outside torrent, although at 7 
o’clock the first water topped the levee and 
began to trickle down on the inside. 

The city hag made game fight but against 
a defect which has been certain since yester- 
day.

With the comparatively slow approach of 
the water no houses have been toppled over,

Albany, N. T., April 1—Accused of at- 
tempted extortion by George H. Kendall, 
president of the New York Bank Note com- 
pany, Senator Stephen J. Stilwell of New 
York today refused to resign at the sugges- 
tion of Gov.

Sulzer, Kendall al- 
leges that Senator Stilwell charged him 
$250 for drafting the bill; that the senator 
demanded $500 each for four members of the 
senate codes committee to report the bill out 
of committee, and that a further demand of 
$1,500 was made to influence the assembly 
codes committee to report the measure, 

‘Kendall says he declined to comply and 
notified the senator that unless the bill was 
reported he would telegraph the situation to 
the governor and every member of the legis-

Turks ‘Accept Powers’ berms, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 1)—The Turk- 
ish government today declared that it un- 
reservedly accepted the terms of peace pro- 
posed by the European powers. The foreign 
office handed the Ottoman acceptance to the 
dean of the diplomatic corps this morning, 
accompanied by an expression of thanks to 
the powers for their mediation.’ 

The terms of mediation offered by the Eu- 
ropean powers to Turkey and the Balkan 
‘allies were: 

1. The frontier of the Ottoman empire in 
Europe shall start at Enos and, following the 
course of the Maritza river atid then that! 
of the Ergene, shall end at Midia. All terri- 
tories situated wést of this line shall be ceded 
by Turkey to the allied states with the ex- 
ception of Albania, the delimitation of which 
shall be fixed by the powers. 

2. The question of the Agean islands shall 
de settled by the powers. 

3. Turkey shall abandon all claim'to Crete. 

4. The powers cannot favorably entertain 
the demand for indemnity, but will admit the 
allies to participate in the discussions of the 
international commission in Paris for an 
equitable settlement of their participation in 
the Ottoman debt and in the financial charges 
of the districts to be handed over to them. 
Turkey is to be asked to take part in the 
labors of this commission. The great powers. 
declare at the same time that as spon as these, 
bases are accepted hostilities shall cease.

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To Make Laundry Work Easy. 


The expense of laundry work has certainly 
increased since we elderly women were children 
from a few cents an hour and for as few hours 
Were necessary to an all day job, car fare, 
meals, and dollars, until it becomes a question 
in some cases who gets thé most for the labor, 
the head of-the family or the person at the tubs. 

I have helped a great many young people in 
this matter, as well as older ones, and have 
been well paid in gratitude. 

I would advise a not overstrong woman with 
family of five or six to engage a laundress for 
a full day as late in the week as practicable to 
do all the necessary ironing, filling out the day 
with cleaning. 4 

Now washing is as much a matter of intel- 
ligence as any other housework, and no more 
muscle required. No more should be attempted 
in one day than could be accomplished with 
ease. . 

All white clothes except woolens and silks 
should be laid in clear water for as long as 
convenient and then boiled, using the best soap 
and a washing fluid made of dissolved potash, 
salts of tartar, and ammonia. Druggists are 
familiar with this formula. 

If properly done there will be only the light- 
est kind of handling after the boiling to produce 
best results. 

A good way often is to wash the flanneis and 
colored clothes first in a nice suds of dissolved 
soap and fluid, then another day some of the 
boiled clothes. In all cases the soap should 
be dissolved and not handled. Do this work at a 
convenient time in the day as regards other 
work, even if it ts left until after noon.

Tells Loss of Express Revenue. 

Robert D. Hinds made the principal argu- 
ment for the express companies. He asserted 
since the parcel post began operation the 
business of the larger express companies in 
packages of eleven pounds and under has 
| fallen off from 25 to 30 per cent; that there 
has been a logs in the total number of pack- 
ages carried of something like 35 per cent, 
and that the gross revenues have been re- 
duced about 7 per cent. 

He asserted application of the proposed 
rates to present business would reduce reve- 
nues about $26,000,000 a year, or 5.85 cents on 
every dollar’s worth of business done. Such 
a reduction in revenues, he soid, would be 
absolutely destructive. 
companies have shown in their briefs that the 
commission’s schedule of rates would, if ap- 
plied to a sample day’s business, result in a 
loss to the companies. 


Admits Connection with Railroads. 

Wiliam O. Lindley of Chicago, represent- 
ing the Great Northern and the Northern 
Express companies, created a stir by admit- 
ting that these companies and the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific railroads were 
practically one and the same thing. Commis- 
sioner Clark said it was the first time such an 
admission had been made. 

Attorney Fairchild declared that the only 
way the express companies could make a 
showing that their present rates were not 
really excessive was by upholding the mo- 
mopolistic contracts with the railroads by 
which the roads received excessive compen- 
sation for the service performed. 

“The proper way to regulate the express 
business is to have one company fo: whose 
business all the raliroad companies would 
Be bidders, he said. 


Charges Facts Are Withheld. 

Mr. Fairchild also declared that if the com- 
mission shodid enter its order reducing the 
rates, the companies will not dare to appeal 
to the courts on the same set of facts they 
have presented to the commission. 

“They have sealed pages of their records 
against the conimission’s investigators and 
denied the existence of records which have 
been proved to exist,’’ Ne said. It is expected

They were the result of “the 
very large increase in the business” of the 
company, it was announced, and were made 
“without any material changes in the respec- 
tive duties beyond adding greatly to their 
responsibilities.” 

Mr. Schwab'e new office was created for 
him. He retains his office as chairman of the 
board of the Bethlehem Steel corporation, 
and it is not his intention “to lose any of his 
close personal interest in or contact with 
Bethlehem, or the Bethlehem tee com 
pany,” the official statement says. -
